IVATTEKSON'S TRIBUTE 

TO AIRAHAM UNCOLN. 

In flttiiigl commemoration of the 
birthday of Abraham Lincoln, the 
following tribute to ttie grreat Ameri- 
can as voiced|by Hon. Henry Watter- 
•on in an addreaa before the Lincoln 
Union at the Chicajro Auditorium 
Februiiry 12, 1905 seems decidedly 
appropriate: 

"Bom as lowly as the Son of God, 
in a hovd; reared in penary, squalor, 
with no Kleam of lit;ht or fair sur- 
roundings; without tfraces, actual or 
acquired; without name or fame or 
official training, it wai reeored for 
thU stranse heixm, late in life, to be 
•flMKlied from obscurity, raised to 
supreme command at a supreme mo- 
ment, and entrusted with the destiny 
of a nation. 

"The sreatSleaders of his party, the 
most experienced and accomplished 
public men of the day, were made to 
s^id aside, were sent to flie imr, 
while this fantastic figare was led by 
unseon hands to the front and griven 
the reins of power. It is immaterial 
whether we were for him or against 
hhn; wholly immaterial. That, dar- 
ing; four years, carryinj: with them 
such a weight uf respuiisibility as the 
world never witnessed before, he 
filled the vast space allotted him in 
the eyes and actions of mankind, is 
to say that he wa.s inspired by God, 
for nowhere else could he have ac- 
quired the wisdoih and the virtue. 

"Where did Shakespeare get his 
genius? Where did Mozart get his 
music? Whose hai.d smote the lyre 
of the Scottish plowman, and ^aved 
the lifb of the German priest? God, 
God, and God alone; and as surely as 
these were raised up by God. inspired 
by God, was Abraham I.incohi; and a 
thousand years hence, no drama, no 
tragedy, no epic poem wffl be filled 
with greater wonder, or be followed 
by mankind with deeper feeling than 
that which tells the story of his I8e 
amd death."
